N A TIO N A L LEG ISLA TIO N . 
H ow th e W eek ’s W ork is M apped O ut 
for C ougress. 
Washington, February 13th.—In the 
Senate the following will be the routine 
morning business to-morrow : Senator 
Cameron will ask that bis bill to increase 
the naval establishment be taken up. If it 
be passed without an extended debate,Sen­ 
ator Hale will probably call up liis bill 
bearing substantially the same title daring 
the morning hours on Tuesday or Wednes­ 
day. These two measures are parts of one 
general plan for the increase of the navy— 
Cameron's bill providing lor fast sea-going 
cruisers and líale s bill for coast defense 
vessels. 
Tbe Tehuantepec ship railroad bill will 
be laid before the Senate at 2 o'clock to­ 
morrow as unfinished business. This meas­ 
ure will probably soon be brought to a 
vote. 
The Appropriations Committee will prob­ 
ably have one or more of three bills now 
before it (Military Academy. District of 
Columbia and agriculture) ready for con­ 
sideration by tbe Senate on Thursday, and 
it is not improbable that all three will be 
reported and passed by the Senate before 
tbe end of tbe week. 
It is the purpose of the friends of the 
Nicaraguan Canal bill to bring up that 
measure as soon as possible after tbe 
Tehuantepec bill is disposed of. and it is 
tbe purpose of Senator Hoar to call up tbe 
Pacific railroads resolution as soon as an 
opportunity occurs alter Senator McPher­ 
son’s return. 
The river and harbor bill is likeiy to be 
reported by Thursday or Friday, but will 
not be taken up until next week. 
During the present week Senator Stan­ 
ford will seek an occasion to call up, for 
the purpose of submitting remarks, his 
bill to encourage co-operation and to pro­ 
vide for formation of associations for the 
purpose of conducting any lawful busi­ 
ness and dividing the profits among tbe 
members thereof, ami Senator Van Wyck 
will, for a like purpose, seek an oppor­ 
tunity to call up bis resolution proposing 
an amendment to the Constitution looking 
to tbe election of Senators by tbe people. 
The appropriation bill will engross tbe 
attention of the House during the greater 
part of this week. 
Tbe ctm uiar and diplomatic nppropria 
tion bill may be pressed to the exclusion of 
the regular district day to-morrow, and in 
the event of a failure to sectife its consider­ 
ation to-morrow, the bill will be called up 
on Tuesday. 
The routine will be interrnpted on 
Wednesday by tbe delivery ot orations 
upon the lile ami character of General 
Logan, and the remainder will probably he 
devoted to the consideration of the naval 
appropriation bill, although the Labor 
Committee may succeed in securing a day 
for tbe consideration of measures reported 
by that committee. 
Following is the status of the appropria­ 
tion bills : Tbe armor bill is a law. Tbe 
ind an, sundry civil, pensions and Fostotlice 
bills have passed both houses, and now 
await concurrence by the House on Senate 
amendments or the adjustment of differ­ 
ences by a conference. 
The river and 
harbor. Military Academy, District of Co­ 
lumbia and agricultural bills have passed 
tbe House ami are in tbe bands ot the Sen­ 
ate committee. The legislative, diplomatic, 
c insular and naval bilis await the action of 
the House. The deficiency and fortifica­ 
tions (this year's) bills are yet to be re­ 
ported bv tbe House. Last year's fortifica­ 
tions bill is still in conference, with little 
prospect of an agreement. 


L A B O R E R S IN COUNCIL. 
'L o rg sh n rem en R itte r A gainst T hese 
W ho Led T hem to S trike. 
N ew Y o k k , February 13th.—The Brew­ 
ers' Union met to-day. The members were 
outspoken against tbe orders of District 
Assembly 4‘J, and said they could not un­ 
derstand why the brewers, of all the trades, 
ba*l been ordered to help bolster tbe fore- 
lorn cause at tbe eleventh hour, which 
4!)' had vainly ordered them to do. Her- 
hrandt, Secretary of the National Brewers’ 
Union, expressed the belief that the strike 
had been wholly mismanaged from the 
start, and it was doomed to a disastrous 
collapse from its inception. The brewers 
would not strike because they were earning 
good wages, and would not risk these ad­ 
vantages, besides breaking thtir contract, 
when the result would only be additions 
to the common loss. Resolutions embody­ 
ing these opinions were adopted, and this 
action was supplemented by an official de­ 
termination that tbe brewers’ organization 
should withdraw its delegates from District 
Assembly 40, which is practically a seces­ 
sion from that body. 
The Beer Drivers’ Organization, at a 
meeting in the same hall later in the day, 
took action identical with that of the Brew­ 
ers’ Union. 
’longshorem en return to w ork. 
Delegations from all the'Longshoremen's 
Unions of New York, Brooklyn ami Jersey 
City held a convention this alter noon. The 
men were in conference four hours, and 
they decided not to return to work, save at 
forty cents per hour for day work anil sixty 
cents per hour for overtime. One ship­ 
owner was present and agreed to set 125 
men at work at once at forty and sixty 
cents, pondiug a permanent adjustment of 
prices, but with tbe understanding that if 
the general scale slroul i become thirty-five 
and forty-fljtB.liis work should be done by 
men at tbe same rates. His proposition 
was accepted. There was developed a 
strong undertone of feeling against those 
who had led the men into tbe late profit­ 
less strike. 
ROUNDED 3 0 .JELLY.

CmcAGO, February 13th.—A bloody bat­ 
tle to a finish, with skin gloves, occurred 
yesterday in a barn five miles south of this 
city, between George hardwood, of New 
York, and Frank H iirk, of Philadelphia, 
weighing each about 100 pounds. Tiiey 
fought twelve rounds, ending in the com­ 
plete knock-out of tbe latter, who in the 
eleventh round bad to be lifted to bis feet 
hv his seconds ami was a mass of pounded 
llesh and blood. Ijrrdwo xl was not much 
punished. Tbe fight was for (300 a side 
and cate money. Twenty spectators paid 
510 each for tickets. During tbe last three 
rounds Stirk's eyes were closed, and he 
could do nothing,' but, in spite of the pro­ 
tests of his friends, and even of his oppo­ 
nent, lie persisted in standing up to be 
knocked down until rendered completely 
unconscious by a terrible blow on tbe jugu- 
iar.

W ilm in g to n (Del ), February 13th.—At 
all the Catholicchurcnes in this diocese to­ 
day tbe pastors read the pronunciamiento 
of Bishop Curlis forbidding balls being 
given with the intention of raising money 
lor religious purposes, or the holding of 
picnics, fairs, excursions or entertainments 
of any kind for the benefit of anything re­ 
ligious or chari (able, without the' approval 
and consent of the Bishop. The decree 
was received with some surprise, and cre­ 
ated considerable of a sensation. 


O f I n te n s t to M exican V eterans. 
W a s h in g to n , February 13th.—The Com­ 
missioner of Pensions has prepared a letter 
of instruction and h'ank forms of applica­ 
tion ami affidavits of witnesses for the use 
of applicants for pensions under tbe Mexi­ 
can pension law of January 29, 1887. Tbe 
blanks, he thinks, will facilitate the busi­ 
ness of his office ami enable applicants io 
Ue.vc their rights promptly adjusted with­ 
out unnecessary correspondence, trouble or 
expense. The Commissioner expects to 
have the blanks printed and ready for use 
Wednesday next, February 16th.' He in­ 
vites direct application to liis office by the 
expectant pensioners. Upon receipt of an 
individual application, an appropriate let- 


forwarded to the applicant. The letters of 
instructions are full and explicit, and the 
blank forms are plain, and all may be 
easily understood without the necessity ol 
a legal education.

New Yobk, February 13th.—An airy pro­ 
ject lias been concocted for speculators. 
The Transcontinental Aerial Navigation 
Company ot Chicago is the name of a 
new corporation, the stock of which was 
listed by the Consolidated Stock and 
l’etroleum Exchange yesterday. The total 
amount of shares to be issued is not stated, 
but shares representing a par value of 
$150,000 were listed. The company is said 
to be organized for the purpose of estab­ 
lishing a direct air line between New York 
and the Pacific coast. Transportation will 
be by balloons carrying conical shaped cars. 
This airy project is said to have interested 
the co-operation of W. F. Miller, G. W. 
Chamberlain and other members of the 
Consolidated Exchange. 
C rops in th e AYest. 
C hicago, February 13th.—The following 
summary will be printed iu this week's 
issue of the Fanners Rniew : Reports as 
to the condition of winter wheat continue 
generally of a favorable character, with the 
exception of those from Kansas, where, iu 
the majority of counties, the outlook is 
regarded as poor. The latest reports were 
all made prior to the cold wave of Friday 
night, and the resulting damage to exposed 
fields, if any, has not vet been fully dis­ 
closed. Reports from lilinois, Indiana and 
Ohio state that plants are looking green 
and tender, but that broad acres are en­ 
tirely exposed, ami indicating that the crop 
would be subject to a certain amount of 
peril in the event of freezing weather.

B a ltim o re , February loth.—Major W. C. 
Carroll published in the American yester­ 
day a letter from Colonel Grant, in which 
he refers as follows to Colonel Boynton's 
recent article in the New York tinu about 
drunkenness on the part of General Grant: 
“ I was 35 years old when he died. I spent 
twenty-six of those years by his side, and 
never saw any signs of the weakness of 
which Boynton speaks. There are several 
persons—assassins of reputation and others 
—in the United States. They have for 
yeats been trying to ruin the fair name of 
the purest man and best lather that ever 
lived. They have succeeded in making 
the hearts of those who loved him bleed. 
God forgive them ami make their burden 
lighter in the next world than they have 
endeavored to place upon the hearts of the 
family of General Grant in this.’’

A u stin (Tex.), February 13th.—-There is 
quite a sensation here among the members 
of the Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows,, which 
has been in session during tbe week.

C ontinued A ctivity in G erm nn M ilitary 
C ircles. 
N ew Y o rk , February 13th.—Baden ad­ 
vices report increasing arrivals of reinforce­ 
ments. At Saarbruck a regiment of cav­ 
alry has been billetted upon the inhabi­ 
tants. At Baisach four batteries of artillery 
have been stationed. There is a constant 
movement of troops between Metz and the 
posts on the frontier of Luxembourg. An 
order from the War Office instructs the 
men who are being drilled in the use of 
repeating ritles to rigorously watch that 
their munitions are not squandered through 
the false discharge of weapons. The order 
further says that the repeating magazine 
rifle is only to be used when the enemy is 
at a distance of from 360 to 800 meters (in 
case of cavalry at 300 meters), and the offi­ 
cers drilling the reserves ore instructed to 
bring the men to close quarters before per­ 
mitting them to use the ritles.

18BAVE ITA LIA N S. 
A C olum n of T roops M assacred by th e 
A byssinian*. 
Rome, February 13th.—General Gene, 
the Italian commander at Massowab, re­ 
ported as follows : P>orettl. commanding at 
Saati on January 25th, at 11 a. m.. saw the 
heights occupied by thousands of Abyssin­ 
ian». who disappeared on the firing of some 
shells, lioretti sent out a party under 
Lieutenant Como, who surprised and en­ 
gaged the enemy. The latter advanced in­ 
trepidly on all sides to within three hun­ 
dred yards of the Italian position. There 
was desperate fighting until 5 o’clock, 
when the enemy retreated. 
Boretti 
applied for reinforcements, and the General 
sent a column under Colonel DeCristoforis. 
The column was delayed by difficulty in 
transportation, and De Cristoforis asked for 
more men and guns. While the latter re­ 
inforcements were on the way, it was 
learned that tbe De Cristoforis party were 
massacred, after forming a square and de­ 
fending themselves to the last man and 
cartridge. The relief party found the bodies 
lying in the order in which the men foueht, 
and the enemy retiring. Many corpses 
were mutilated. 
T he I’ope au d th e S ep tenn ate. 
B e rlin , February 13th.—The North Ger­ 
man Gazette remarks the notable display ot 
incapacity to conceive, in their full hear­ 
ing. the recent manifestations of the Pope’s 
will in the (¡waiter where pretension is 
made to the most correct and profound 
comprehension of tbe objects of the 
Catholic Church. The Pope, the Gazette 
says, advocates the septennate because it 
tends to uphold peace and authority, which 
are of equally vital importance for Catho­ 
licism and the State, and which Herr 
Windthorst, under the mask of an ardent 
son of the church, long ago opposed. 
Cardinal Jacohini’s letter is the Pope's pro­ 
test to this abuse of his name and an order 
to obey the encyclical wherein is stigma­ 
tized the egotism of political parties.

H ig h L ic e n s e in N ew Y o r k .—Ernest 
Crosby has introduced in the New York 
Assembly a high-licenee bill, drawn by 
Judge Arnoux, Judge Peabody and Aus­ 
tin Abbott, in behalf iff the Church Tem­ 
perance Society <*f New York. For cities 
of 300.000 inhabitants or over, licenses are 
divided into six classes. A license to sell 
liquor of any kind is to cost $1,000; a li­ 
cense to sell wine or beer will cost $500; 
one to sell beer will cost $109. ana a drug­ 
gist’s license can be had for $10. Tbe last 
requires a certificate from the buyer that 
the liquor is to be used for mediciral, me­ 
chanical or manufacturing pnrposes. Per­ 
haps this would be the weak jajint of the 
bill. When prohibitory laws have been 
enacted, it lias usually been found that 
drug store business has mysteriously in­ 
creased. It might be well to augment the 
license fee for drug stores, and. in any case, 
many of them will probably require care­ 
ful watching. But this bill represents, as we 
bel tore, the most effective way of dealing 
with the liquor question. We have at var­ 
ious times discussed the practical working 
of high license, ami ;t comparison of its re­ 
sults with those ot Prohibition has been to 
its advantage. No reasonable man can dis­ 
sent from the propositions that the rum 
power in New York shouid be placed un­ 
der some restraint, anti that prohibition 
here is impossible. There remains high 
license, and we trust that the press and the 
temperate public will inforce u¡«in the 
Legislature the wisdom and necessity of 
passing this bill.—Frank Leslie’s.

THE LAWS DELAYS. 
Remarkable It*p,»rt of the San F ran cisco 
lia r A ssociation—Act ion of th e C ourts. 
The Superior Judgis of San Francisco 
asked the San Francisco Bar Association to 
advise with them concerning the delays of 
the law3, which so offend the people. The 
Association appointed a committee to re­ 
port to the Judges its opinion, and the com­ 
mittee on Saturday made the report we 
give behuv. It should he prefaced by the 
statement that the Judges adopted it in fact 
by concurring in the suggestions and ap­ 
pointing three departments to try the crim­ 
inal cases, and with hones in the presiding 
Judge to add a fourth department, if neces­ 
sary, to aid in clearing off the criminal cal­ 
endars. They also agreed to draw the line 
on continuances, to cut short, so far as the 
law permits, the license under which trials 
have been “ spun out,” and to hasten crim­ 
inal cases to trial by all legitimate pro­ 
cesses. The report referred to is highly 
important, and is as follows, only a few ar­ 
gumentative passages having been omitted : 
The influence of criminal Courts in the 
repression of offenses depends entirely 
upon two things—the speed with which 
criminals are brought to trial and the cer­ 
tainty of their punishment. 
» 
Responsibility for tbe delays in the trial 
of criminals doc*s not rest wholly with the 
Courts. The responsibility is divided be­ 
tween the law, the Court and the bar. 
Customs which have attained great force 
lead us, through mercy to the accused, not 
to call him to an immediate account. This 
is very prevalent, and finds expression in 
sayings continually heard in criminal 
Courts, such as, "This is the first time de­ 
fendant’s case has been called,” followed 
by a continuance without any showing. 
But one, if not the chief cause for de­ 
lays, considered in their wiser sense, arid 
of the obstruction of our criminal Courts, 
lies in the elaborate criminal procedure 
which our statutes provide, beginning with 
the Grand Jury system and challenges to 
the Grand Jury as a panel, and innumer­ 
able* challenges to each grand juror, which 
proceedings not uttfrequently block the 
Courts for days and render long continu­ 
ances possible; and coming next to the sys­ 
tem of trial by jury, with days and even 
weeks consumed In the examination of 
jurors, questioning them on every incident 
of their lives and every opinion they en­ 
tertain, with challenges without number, 
until a jury is obtained composed of men 
who neither have nor are capable of having 
opinions. But the real delays have just 
begun. 
Motions for new trials, which 
should be made and ‘decided immediately 
upon the rendition of the verdict, consume 
months, and in the end if the criminal re­ 
ceives his punishment within a year after 
he commits his offense the admimslratkn 
of justice has heen speedy. 
But these delays are the faults of a vicious 
criminal procedure, and not th * faults of 
the Judges, ar.d we would not Icel called 
upon to refer to them were it not a preva­ 
lent custom to attribute all the delays to 
the Court instead of to the law which per­ 
mits the delays. The remedies for these 
evils rest with the lawmakers, and not with 
the.-e who are sworn to administer tbe laws 
as they find them. 
The criminal lawyer knows no law and 
has consideration for no public require­ 
ments which stands in the way of the ac­ 
quittal of his client. One of the natural 
defenses is delay, whereby the pnbiic is 
lulled into forgetfulness of his client's of­ 
fense. 
And now, with the law favoring delays 
on one side ami the iawyer demanding 
them on the other, and throwing every 
possible obstruction in the way of a trial or 
conviction of the accused, between two 
such fires what can the Court do, and what 
measure of responsibility rests upon the 
Judge 7 
There are two hundred persons accused 
of crime and to-day untried in San Fran­ 
cisco. Such a record as this suggests to us 
that such of your Honors as are assigned to 
the trial of criminal causes have more work 
than you can perform. Bad results foilovz 
from this. 
A murder is committed : the public clam­ 
ors fondly for the murderer’s punishment, 
bat owing to this overstocking of the cal­ 
endars mouths elapse before he is brought 
to trial. Instantly the public, looking only 
at ends and not means, accuse your Honors 
of negligence. The remedy for this is cer­ 
tainly to have enough Judges assignee! to 
to the trial cf criminal causes, so that every 
accused may be tried at once upon being 
indicted or informed against. We there­ 
fore recommend that four Judges be imme­ 
diately assigned to the trial of criminal 
causes until at least the calendar be caught 
up with. 
Referring not to those greater delays and 
more important obstructions which our 
Code of Criminal Procedure makes possible, 
but to those lesser dlaavs caused by the ab­ 
sence of witnesses and the other engage­ 
ments of the attorneys of the accused ; in 
short delays by reason cf the de endant not 
being ready—we would say ; Section 1052 
of the Penal Code seems to place the grant­ 
ing of such continuances largely in the dis­ 
cretion of the trial Judge, who. upon suffi­ 
cient cause, may direct the postponement 
of the trial. Here, then, resiionsibility for 
continuance rests upon the Court. And we 
would earnestly recommend to your 
Honors, in view of the interest which so­ 
ciety has in the trial and punishment of 
offenders, that you grant no continuances 
except in such c:l-cs as in the past have 
constituted legal cause for postponement 
as distinguished from mere convenience,and 
then only after a showing is made by affi­ 
davit. 
Vve mule; slate I it has been tbe 
practice of lawyers to ob'ain postponements 
of criminal causes on account of thtir en­ 
gagements in other Courts. 
We would suggest that this be changed, 
ami that if any con1 itiiiar.ee* he allow ed 
civil causes must be subordinate ¡ocriminal 
causes in this regard. The interests of ibo 
pnbiic are superior to those of private liti­ 
gants. 
We are satisfied, also, that notwithstand­ 
ing the defects in our criminal procedure, 
it lies in the power of the Judge to do much 
toward correcting its evils. For instance, 
while it is not in the power of the Judge to 
do away with the challenging of jurors, 
grand and petty, yet sorely something can 
be «lone toward limiting counsel in the 
monstrous, senseless and heretofore un­ 
heard of examination and questioning of 
jurors. And we would recommend that 
instead of the extreme laxity which pre­ 
vails in all of the.-e respects, that yonr 
Honors rath* r draw the line tbe other way. 
The criminal has enough safeguards thrown 
around him ; the publie need a few.

) cases; but new trials can lie rendered less 
liable in these cases by clearing the stat­ 
ute of the ground work for technical ob­ 
jections. 
Certain it is, we are so tender of 
the rights of the law-breaker to-day, in 
our solicitude that no innocent man shall 
be punished, that we are actually clogging 
the wheels of justice and endangering the 
whole superstructure of the law. 


Dit. F o r d , of Louisiana, shot and killed 
a man named K irkpatrick, for trilling 
with the honor of the doctor’s wife, who 
was a woman of weak m entality. 
H e was 
put to trial for murder, and having en­ 
tered the jilea of not guilty, subsequently 
caused his attorney to thus address the 
C ourt: 
T he accused, a gentlem an by nature and edit 
cation, slew th e deceased for interference in 
his dom estic relations. He attem pts no denial 
of th e lacts, but declines to protect him self by a 
defease w hich would expose to public censure 
the m other of his children 
Therelore, through 
his counsel, he now asks leave of th e Court to 
w ithdraw his plea of not guilty, heretofore 
m ade, and pleads guilty of m anslaughter. 
And the District A ttorney accejited the 
jilea, and the Court confirmed the accept­ 
ance. 
The chivalrous spirit manifest, and 
th at refused in its defense to drag a wife’s 
honor 
into 
Court, receives unanimous 
plaudits in the South. 
N or will it any­ 
where fail to command jiopular resjiect. 
Of course, it is justifying one in taking 
the law into his own hands, but husbands, 
N orth and South, over and again do as did 
Ford, feeling that their wound Ls too deeji 
for any other Court than that which ar­ 
raigns the guilty at the m outh of the pis­ 
tol, and nut yet has an American jury been 
found to condemn one of them. 
It was 
in keeping with the spirit of a true 
chivalry th at led Ford to ask to lie sjiared 
from setting up the only defense he could 
have advanced. 
W e can understand that 
men made of such stuff as th at would go 
to the gallows rather than shame their 
children or their children’s mother. 
Cer 
tainly where the sentim ent th at ajiplauds 
Dr. Ford’s attitude is so strong, as at the 
.South, even a jilea of guilty of a less offense 
than murder, will not long subject the de­ 
fendant to imprisonment—pardon will re­ 
store him and there will be none to con­ 
demn its exercise. 
And still it remains 
that Dr. Ford committed murder, accord 
ing to the w ritten law, which by the law 
of public sentim ent is suspended in all 
such cases as his. 


A remarkable document was submitted 
on Saturday bv the San Francisco Bar As­ 
sociation to the Sujierior Judges in that 
city, and by them approved, and radical 
methods adojited to relieve the “ gorge’’ 
of crim inal trials in th at city. 
In brief, 
it was a frank admission by the Bar Asso- 
iatiou that the procedure and jiractice in 
criminal cases in th at city have become 
outrageous for delay. 
The Association, by 
its committee, finds that there is unreason­ 
able and shameful delay in bringing crim­ 
inals to trial in Nan Francisco— and it 
m ight have added in other j.laces, too— and 
th at the reason for it is threefold. 
First, 
because of the host of technical advantages 
afforded the criminal by our laws in their 
m istaken mercy ; second, the reprehensi­ 
ble jiractice that has grown uj> of granting 
continuances. 
This has gone to the extent 
of recognized custom, warranting a con­ 
tinuance when the jirisoncr is first called 
to trial, sim ply because it is the first call, 
and on the evil of this miserable jiractice 
•he committee is esjieciallv severe; third, 
the outrageous license given to criminal 
lawyers in the exam ination of jurors upon 
the question of qualification. 
H ere we 
aave a staid and deliberate-speaking com­ 
m ittee of old lawyers saying: 
But one, if not the c hief cause for delays, con­ 
sidered in th eir w ider sense, and of the iustruc 
tions of our crim inal Courts, lies in the elabor­ 
ate crim inal procedure w hich our statute j.ro-

The truth is, the lietter-think- 
ing lawyers see j.recisely where we are 
driving. 
E ither one of two things must 
come about, reform of crim inal law pro­ 
ceedings, or the rule of the mob. 
We 
favor the driit to the shoals of communism 
and disorder, just as long as we tolerate 
such abuses as those recited. 
The commit­ 
tee 
j.rocced.-d 
to read 
lessons to the 
Courts ujion the question of granting new 
trials and 
the intolerable 
delays jier- 
m itted 
in 
prejiaring motions for new 
trials 
and 
to

of lawyers. 
We 
publish 
a full 
cojiv of the report elsewhere, for we look 
uj>on it as a very significant document, in­ 
dicating a change in the methods of our 
crim inal procedure—a change long needed, 
and that cannot lie much longer delayed 
v.ith safety. 
W hile the committee lays 
most of the blame at the doors of the 
Legislature, let this lie said in response: 
n. -I of the statutes involved are the 
thought of lawyers in amt out of the Leg­ 
islature, to whom lay members concede al­ 
most entirely when amendments to jirac- 
tice acts arc jirojiosed. 
We believe that 
the Code Commission which gave us the 
foundation for our present crim inal prac­ 
tice intended to have much more simplified 
it, had it been jiossible. 
W hat they did 
do was in the face of old customs, and met 
any amount of opjxisition. 
They knew 
that too much machinery was left, hut they 
did not dare to remove more than thev 
did for fear of endangering the whole 
work. 
T he.r 
codes 
have been 
much 
amended since 1872, and the svmuietrv of 
the whole scheme no little marred. 
T he ease w ith which technical objections 
m ty lie made the basis for ajijieal, and the 
clogged calendars of the Sujireme Court, 
have been fruitful causes of the law’s de­ 
lays. 
The frequency of apjieals in crim­ 
inal eases has resulted in such a long line 
of decisions that It is rather the exception 
now if in any esjieciallv extended trial a 
lower Court is able to so steer as to avoid 
exceptions being taken, which will “ stick” 
in the Supreme Court. 
N ot long ago a gentleman now ujxin the 
Suprem e bench jiointed out that the prac­ 
tice of sending cases back for retrial is the 
cause of much of the law’s delays on both 
sides crim inal and civil, and in an adm ir­ 
able monograjiii in a jiojmlar magazine he 
pointed out a remedy for the ili. 
Proba­ 
bly the law is here, as in the other case, at 
fault and needs shearing and trim m ing, to 
th e end th at judgm ents may be modified 
w ithout re-trials of necessity, and yet w ith­ 
out any rig h t being strijijied from any 
man. 
O f course, modification would be 
less possible and more difficult in crim inal 


W e insist, resjieetfully and firmly, that 
the committee in charge of Assemblyman 
Carr’s hill, to more effectually prevent the 
advertising of lotteries, rejKirt the hill 
back and favorably.

th at lotteries shall not be advertised, nor 
tickets sold. 
But certain jiarties violate 
the law ojienlv aud defiantly, claiming 
th at their methods are not infractions of 
the code.

you lielieve the laws should lie enforced ? 
(2.) Do 'you believe it to be your sworn 
duty to so legislate as to make the laws 
effective? 
(3.) Do you believe it right 
and proper to direct some official to pro­ 
ceed against offenders, when 
there is 
neglect by all to do so ? 
(4.) Do you not 
lielieve th at it is conservative of disrespect 
for the laws you make, to jierm it—because 
of alleged ambiguity—laws now ujion the 
statute I looks to remain unenforced, when 
an enactment by von removing the am­ 
biguity will make the law effective? 
If 
you reply, as you must, we think, in the 
affirmative to these inquiries, can you con­ 
scientiously consent to let Carr’s hill die 
for want of action, or decline to jiass some 
sim ilar needed bill ? 


T h e projiosed reduction of the salary of 
the Assistant Treasurer of the United 
States on this coast ajijiears to lie without 
sufficient reason. 
The office is one of ex­ 
ceeding great responsibility ; it demands a 
very heavy bond, and the duties are the 
reverse of light. 
The Sub-Treasurer is 
now paid $4.500, and it is jiroposed to cut 
him down to $4,000. 
The office ranks 
next in importance to that of the Chief of 
of the Sub-Treasury in New York, it de­ 
mands ability of as high an order as at 
New York. 
The salary here has been cut 
from $6,000 to $4,500, and to reduce it now 
$500 more Ls w ithout warrant. 
W e can­ 
not lielieve that it will he done, lor there 
does not appear to be any reason advanced 
for the small economy. 
It is a small m at­ 
ter to the Government of the United 
-States, hut cuts a very large figure in the 
pay of a man fit for the jilace and cajiable 
of fortifying the resjionsibiUty assumed, by 
the exceedingly heavy bond required, and 
who can he trusted to adm inister funds 
represented by millions of dollars in the 
vaults. 


T h e first blow th at broke the strength 
of the New 5 ork strikes, was the issuance 
of an injunction by a eomjietent Court, at 
the suit of an officer of the “ Old Domin­ 
io n ” company, enjoining the strikers from 
molesting or annoying those who took 
their places.

The House m et at 10 a. m., w ith a bare quorum 
present. T he journal of th e precediug day was 
read and approved, w ithout any regard to th e 
irregularities of the proceedings w hen the 
Speaker pro tem . declared th e House adjourned, 
and after w hich business o f im portance was 
transacted. 
COMMITTEE REPORTS. 
The following com m ittees reported : 
State Prisons—Iu favor of th e passage o f A. B. 
467, appropriating 81G0.U0U for the purchase of 
additional ju te m achinery and th e erection of 
additional buildings for the m anufacture of jute 
goods at San Quentin. 
R etrenchm ent—Favorably to A. B. 473, pro­ 
viding for the erection of m onum ents over the 
graves o f deceused State officers iu the City 
Cem etery at Sacram ento. 
Ways and Means—Favoring 8. B. 243. provid­ 
ing lor th e im provem ent of th e State Capitol. 
They also recom m ended th e substitution of S. 
B. 140 an d S. B. 163 for A. Bs. 168 and 168, thev 
being identical, and thus m aintaining th eir po­ 
sition on the tile. T he recom m endation was 
adopted. The bill appropriating m onev lor the 
support of the Folsom Prison, aud another for 
the deficiencies of th e sam e institution, w ere re­ 
ported back w ithout action. 
Committee on State H ospitals—Recom m end­ 
ing the passage o f A. B. 347, relating to the 
iu m i- b k a n d i l n t i n a r f t h a li i m . i t A . . .

insane Asylum ; also, A. B. 269, giving Boards of 
H ealth pow er to regulate plum bing aud d rain ­ 
age. 
Irrigation—Reported a substitute for A. B. 7, 
defining riparian rights. They also favored the 
passage of A. B. 287, providing for th e organiza­ 
tion and governm ent of w ater districts, as 
am ended. 
M unicipal Corporations—Reported back the 
substitute for Assembly bill No. 148, and recom ­ 
m ended its passage. 
This is know n as the 
Dray-Carroll bonded indebtedness bill, and ap ­ 
plies only to Sacram ento. They reported agaiDst 
a . B. 286, providing a rem edy in cases w here 
dam ages have been sustained by th e illegal and 
irregular proceedings of m unicipal officers, aud 
for the paym ent o f the sam e. 
Also against A. 
B. 
296, creating a pension fund for police forces. 
Com m ittee on Public Buildings—Favor bill 
285, providing lor th e painting of the State Cap­ 
itol; and 472, providing for w alk and drivew ay 
iu Capitol Parle. 
Judiciary Com m ittee—Reported a substitute 
for A. B. No. 4-19, relative to w here sessions of 
th e Superior Court shall be held in th e city of 
Los Angeles, w ithout recom m endation. 
Commerce and N avigation- Reported in favor 
of the passage of A. B. 136, relative to the powers 
aud duties of the H arbor Commissioners. 
Lewis introduced a bill establishing the office 
of Jnsj>ector of Elevators, for the protection of 
life and lim b in cities o f the first class. 
His sal­ 
ary is to be 81j500 a year, to be paid by the State. 
A violation ot his order not to run an elevator 
after exam ination is to be punished by a line of 
SICK) for each day it m ay be run. He also intro­ 
duced a bill to establish as the .standard of 
w eights and m easures in this State the standard 
established by Congress.

L E G ISL A T IV E NO TES. 


A b illo n s been introduced in th e Legislature 
to create a Home of Industry and Refuge for e x ­ 
Convicts, and to provide lor m aintenance of the 
sam e. There is no class th at needs friends more 
th an the ex-convict, if he is again to becom e a 
useful citizen, aud he certainly will not l>ecome 
such unless he finds friend's or a place of 
••refuge” from those w ho are n aturally unfriend­ 
ly. 
As it now is, the labor organizations protest 
against convicts being taught a useful trade 
w hile serving out sentences, for fear they will 
come into com petition w ith other tradesm en 
w hen th eir term s expire. They are also ostra­ 
cized by the world, and looked ui>oii bv the 
masses as “unclean,” and w ithout trades or 
opportunity to earn th eir support, they are 
driven back into th e paths of crim e under*abso­ 
lute necessities. 
The purpose of the bill al­ 
ready introduced is show n by its title, and 
ought to com m end itself as iu the interests of 
h um ane aud needed work for a class th at is 
ollen entirely beyond th e i>ower of self-help. 
Charles M ontgomery, President o f th e present 
Home of Industry and Refuge for cx-G’onvicts, 
now being supported by private charitv. large­ 
ly donated by the President, au d of whose ef­ 
forts in b eh alf o f this unfortunate class the 
papers of th at city speak very* highly, is iu Sac- 
nim ento to oiler inform ation concerning the 
w ork mid its needs, and urging State aid. The 
sura of 67,000 is asked to purchase a lot and to 
build a suitable hom e and furnish it, an d also 
83,000 per year to sustain it.

According to the con­ 
sular report of J. A. Morgan, the Consul at 
Melbourne, this specie of rabbit is the most 
uninviting of all, as their fecundity is so 
great that in two years one pair will in­ 
crease to 1.000,000.

Deceased was 
a native of Switzerland, aged 48 years. 
The cause of death is attributed to alco­ 
holism. 
The police have been engaged in collect­ 
ing evidence against Jam es Hodges, who 
made a dastardly attem jit to throw a bomb 
in the Grand Opera House on Wednesday 
night. The anarchist continued to suffer 
considerable pain from bis burns and in ­ 
juries. 
All attem pts to m ake him talk 
prove fruitless. Seven charges of attempt 
against life have been entered against him. 
A new jdan of warfare against the boy­ 
cotted roads has developed itself during 
the iiast two weeks in the use of w hat is 
called a “ patent bum per.” One form of 
it is so made that it is dropjied into the 
slot at an y jio in to n the road, a portion of 
it projecting downward through the slot.

Birbed W ire vs. Board Fences. 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : 
In your issue of 
Februay 5th I find an article on barbed- 
wire feices from the jien of Mr. Gersen- 
dorfer *f this county. The gentleman de- 
precatei the building of barbed-wire fences, 
and suggests that the Legislature m ake it 
illegal to build or m aintain fences wholly 
of barbed wire, and gives as a reason the 
danger of injury to stock. The question 
of fencr-building in this country is one of 
grave inportance, to tiie poor m an at least. 
Let is consider for a m oment the differ­ 
ence in th e cost of constructing a good 
barbed-vire fence 
and 
one wholly of 
board3. At the lumber-yards of this vi­ 
cinity I pav $20 per thousand feet for fence 
boards, and from 15 to 20 cents a piece for 
good j)ost3. A six-board fence, 16 feet, con­ 
tains 48 feet of lumber, which at 2 cents 
per foot costs 96 cents: two fiosts at 15 
cents each costs 30 cen ts; total for lum ber 
alone $1 26 per 16 feet. 
Now. a ten-barbed-wire fence is just as 
good if properly constructed, for turning 
all kinds of anim als. 
Let us see the co st: 
ten sbands of wire, 16 feet long—abont 10 
pounds, at 6 cents per jvound—(and it can 
be had oftentimes for less), is 60 cents: one 
post to each 16 feet—and they can be placed 
20 fea or more if desired—15 cents, making 
for material, not counting staples, 75 cents 
per lfifeet, or a difference in favor of barbed- 
wire of 51 cents per 16 feet. This is about 
$165 saved in fencing 40 acres, and when 
the less expense in hauling the material to 
the ranch Í3 taken into account, and also 
less than half the expense in putting up 
the wire fence—the difference in the cost of 
«iHples as against nails—the extra post 
holes to be dug for the board fence, and we 
have u list of savings not to be scorned by 
the average granger. 
To offset this the danger to stock is urged 
by Gersendorfer and perhaps some others. 
My experience has been somewhat differ­ 
ent. I have a pasture fenced with six 
strands of barbed-wire, and neither my 
own nor the anim als of any one else have 
beer, injured so far as I know. 
Let those 
who wish build board fences by all means, 
esjiecially if able to own "valuable horses” 
that are possessed of a mania for suicide. 
Iu this connection, I m ay say that I did 
once own a tolerably fast plug that was 
killed by a piece of board from a board 
fence, but I would not annihilate all board 
fences on that account, however. 
If such 
a bill as sfioken of is before the Legislature, 
I hope the majority of the members of the 
Legislature are nut lumbermen.

WHO 
SAID “ DRY SEASON tM 


M ore K ain H ere an d a H ea v y S to n n In 
th e M ountains. 
W ith ten successive days and nights of 
rain, and only thirty more to tie the record, 
and every indication that the “ precipita­ 
tion” is doing ju st about as it likes, w ith­ 
out any- superintendence on the part of the 
clerk of the weather, it seems probable that 
th e individual who prophesied that this 
was going to be a year of drought is thor­ 
oughly ashamed of himself, and that those 
m em bers of the farming com m unity who 
believed him , and became sick at heart in 
consequence, are by this tim e anxious to 
have a little more sunshine 
in 
their 
weather. W hile in Sacramento and vicin­ 
ity the rain fell yesterday something after 
the m anner of spring showers, with a 
gleam of sunshine between them, the 
railroad men on “ the hill” were haviDg a 
rough time. 
In fact, yesterday was the 
storm iest day experienced there for several 
years, snow falling freely, and the high 
wind prevailing causing it to blow about 
blindingly, and form immense drifts. The 
snow-plows were kept running, but one of 
them prot off the track near Blue Canyon 
yesterday morning, and it took several 
hours’ work to get it in running order again, 
and then it had to work harder to m ake up 
for lost tim e. 
Not long afterwards it got 
off the 
track 
again, and 
it was late 
last 
night 
before 
it was 
again 
in 
service. 
The snow fell down the side 
of the hill almost to A uburn. 
Near the 
Sum m it there is said to be a depth of 12 or 
13 feet of it. 
In order that the plows 
m ight work to advantage in throwing the' 
snow from the track, a large force of men 
was employed to shovel it from the sides of 
the em bankm ents, and thus make room 
for the plows to toss up a new lot. A dis­ 
patch was sent to Sacramento for men, and 
97 were dispatched to Blue Canyon by­ 
special train. More would have been hired 
if they could have been found. 
On the California and Oregon Railroad 
there has been considerable snow and rain. 
There is said to be a depth of three feet of 
snow near McCloud, and a larger quantity- 
further north. The plow manages to keep 
the track tolerably- clear of snow, but earth 
and snow-slides have made m uch trouble. 
The weather up there was not as severe 
yesterday as on " the hill.” 
" Sergeant Barwiek reports that the rainfall 
in Sacramento yesterday, according to the 
Signal Service reports, was .31 of an inch, 
m aking 5.04 inches for February and 9.2(3 
for tbe season, distributed as follows: Oc­ 
tober, ,C8 ot an inch ; November, .21 of an 
in c h ; December, 2.21 in ch es; January, 
1.12 inches, and February (to 7 o’clock last 
night), 5.04 inches, m aking 9.20 inches for 
the season, as against 24.27 inches to an 
equal date last year. The wind for Friday, 
Saturday and yesterday has been brisk 
and high, from the south and southeast, 
with a fluctuating barometer, having a 
downward tendency-. 
Tbe wind reached a 
m axim um velocity* of 28 miles on Friday, 
2(3 Saturday and 24 yesterday. The high­ 
est and lowest tem perature Saturday and 
yesterday was 57° and 47°, and 51° and 43° 
respectively, with showery weather. The 
rainfall for February was distributed as 
follows: On the 4th, 1.73 inches; 5th, 1.73 
inches; 7th, .20 of an inch ; Sth, .30 of an 
inch ; 9th, .17 of an inch ; 10th, .10 of an 
inch; 11th, .09 of an inch; 12th, .41 of an 
in c h ; 13th, .31 of an inch. Total, 5.04 
inches.

Rkcorp-U nion : I notice that one of 
your contemporaries seeks to impress upon 
its readers the alleged fact that it published 
accurate or reliable reports of tbe proceed­ 
ings in the late M cW horter trial.

into question the fact as to 
w hether that statem ent is true or false, I 
merely rise to inquire if it be customary 
for reliable public journals to editorially 
proclaim, as a fact, that in specified cases 
they had actually told the tru th —done that 
which every houest citizen expects of them 
at all times. 
Unless a journal is in the 
habit of publishing garbled or prejudiced 
reports of Court proceedings, wherein lies 
the necessity for now and then editorially- 
seeking to bolster up the reliability of its 
reports? It is to be assumed that no jo u r­ 
nal of standing or repute would—in the 
trial of a case where a person's life or lib­ 
erty- was at stake—seek to lead the public

BEX HOGAN. 


A L ectu re on “ T h e D ark a n d B rig h t Side 
o f H is L ife.” 
Ben Hogan, the converted pugilist, ad­ 
dressed a large audience of young men 
at the Young M en’s Christian Association 
rooms at 3:30 p. m. yesterday. 
Mr. Hogan 
though not especially gifted in oratory’, is 
an earnest, energetic speaker, and, notw ith­ 
standing his former life as a pugilist, does 
not seem out of place in the pulpit. 
His 
subject, “ M an’s Heaven and H ell on 
E arth,” he illustrated by num erous per­ 
sonal experiences, and pictured the life of 
tbe young m an in the toils of sin in plain 
language as be had seen him , and spoke at 
length on the influence of evil companion­ 
ship, which entangles the unsuspecting and 
leads them to ruin. 
He regarded a man 
leading an upright and godly life as a man 
with heaven on earth, and as the grandest, 
noblest type of m anhood. 
At 7 P. M. Mr. Hogan delivered a lecture 
on tbe “ Dark and Bright Side of H is Life,” 
at the Ninth-street Baptist Church, and 
despite bad weather, the church and lec- 
ture-room were well filled. 
The speaker stated that in relating the 
history of his life he took no pride, but 
only told of it to show how weak and de­ 
graded a strong m an could become. 
He 
was bom in Baren, Switzerland, of Ger­ 
m an and French parentage. 
For eight 
years after emigrating to America he con­ 
ducted different gym nasium s in New York, 
after which tim e he moved to the oil 
regions of Pennsylvania, where he made 
his nam e 
notorious 
throughout that 
entire 
district. 
A t 
one 
tim e 
he 
was 
the 
owner 
of 
sixteen 
places 
of amusement, 
three of 
which 
were 
open day and night—to the last of which, 
as he expressed it, it cost 50 cents to get in, 
and all the way from $5 to $500 to get out. 
H is notoriety was such that it was said a 
visit to the oil regions was not complete 
w ithout a visit to Ben. H ogan’s place. 
During a trip to New York "city, eight 
years ago, while at the full tide of his sport­ 
ing career, and while trying to escape his 
wife’s company in order to join some of his 
companions, he dropped into a place of, as 
he supposed, amusement, but, as it after­ 
wards proved to be, a Y. M. C. A. meeting, 
and there for the first lim e in his life list­ 
ened to the singing of gospel hym ns. W hen 
the leader read the lesson he asked his 
wife if that was a Bihle he was reading 
from, and was told it was. 
This meeting 
led to his conversion, and, although he 
could not read, he continued to attend the 
meetings, memorizing passages as well as 
he was able, relying on the assistance of 
friends to teach him to read from the Bible. 
W hen this step was taken tbe word “Ben 
Hogan is m ad” went throughout all the 
sporting circles in New York. 
H e then 
visited nls old hom e in the oil regions, not 
to continue in his iniquitous life of former 
years, but to try to rebuild where he had torn 
down the kingdom of God, and when he 
went to them they- knew he was sincere; 
they knew he was in earnest, for there was 
nothing for him to gain where he had laid 
waste, except souls. 
In concluding his rem arks he stated his 
mission was an hum ble one ; that he was 
willing to work wherever God called him , 
not for money, not for notoriety, but for 
Christ and hum anity. 
Mr. Hogan announced it as his purpose 
to secure a hall and conduct a series of 
meetings, or, as he term ed it, “ open a 
campaign against Satan,” if he could secure 
the assistance of a few Christian people. 
All he wanted was the help and co-opera­ 
tion of all denominations and the approval 
of God, and he would move the sin-beset 
city, reclaim the m an from the gutter, 
bring back the wayward son, and give him 
back to his father and m other.

English Derby of 18S8 was won by a rep­ 
resentative of the Rancho del Paso. Public 
performance has shown the horses from 
that stable to be equal to any, and Mr. 
Haggin has, as usual, gone into the m atter 
thoroughly-, and, by m aking a large num ­ 
ber of entries, provided against tbe danger 
of being forced, through the illness of his 
horses, to forego an appearance in the race. 
Mr. Haggin sent thirty nom inations to 
England, and the size of the order seemed 
so incredible to the Messrs. V*’eatherby that 
they thought it m ust be a joke, and de 
clined to honor it without reference. Tlie 
list of entries was, therefore, published 
without any m ention of the American 
division. The m atter was of course set 
right directly Mr. Haggin confirmed his 
dispatch. An addition of this kind is a 
god-send to the great classic race, which 
has been falling off’ steadily for some years. 
Nowadays, says the Breeder and Sportsman, 
but very tew owners enter more than two 
or three youngsters, in place of the ten or 
twelve of more plunging eras, and, as a 
rule, the race is now seldom worth so much 
as £6,000. It will, Uieretore, be seen that 
Mr. H aggin's contribution is both welcome 
and an important factor in the event, for, 
the term s being £50 entrance, half forfeits, 
it remain that his forfeits alone, even if he 
does not start a home, amounts to £750, or 
quite a 12 per cent, addition to the value of 
the stake. 
A t present no money is added 
to the Derby, but an early change is certain 
in this regard. £5,000 being the expected 
am ount. The Epsom lessees will be greatly 
encouraged towards liberality by Mr. H ag­ 
gin's princely entry, the more so as they 
will look upon it as the promise of things 
to come—the forerunner of long lists of 
entries m ade by other American owners. 
Mr. Haggin will have the hopeful wishes of 
all the American turf in his bold A-enture, 
and his pluck will insure as great an ova­ 
tion to his colors, should he win on the 
Epsom downs, as was given to those of 
Pierre Loriliard when Iroquois was led 
back first to tbe scales in 1881.

H oav to M ain tain G ood R o a d s. 
AYe are informed of a simple arid inex­ 
pensive system of how to build and m ain­ 
tain good roads, says tbe Galt Gazette, which 
might safely be experimented upon w ithout 
much risk to taxpayers or to the county. Mr. 
H auschildt, of this vicinity, anxious to 
build two and three-quarters miles of road 
from Alabamu township line to a point in ­ 
tersecting the Sacramento road, made a 
proposition to Road Overseer Bryant that 
he would furnish teams and men to make 
the road, provided Mr. B ryant agreed to 
supply hay and barley to feed the teams 
and pay the men $1 50 per day for their 
labor. The Road Overseer acquiesced in 
the proposition, and in lieu of furnishing 
the necessary funds, he issued certificates 
payable next January, as tbe road moneys 
in this district for this year have been ex 
liausted. 
In this way two and three-quar­ 
ters mile3 of road has been built at a cost 
to the county of $138. 
Farm ers in this 
road district, in need of good roads in their 
respective vicinities, ought to take advant­ 
age of this new plan ; and now that their 
teams have but little farm work to do, they 
should, as soon as the weather clears up, 
put them to work on the roads. The teams 
will earn tbeir feed and the hands will 
m ake$l 50 each for every day they work. 
This is a proposition that should be taken 
hold of and worked for all it is worth.
